It is Produosd In Court, but Wltnaas 
BJork Was Unabis to Satls- 
fftotorily Identify It. 


□The Peterson trial, now on in the 
circui^ court, will be concluded tomor­ 
row if the defense progresses as rapidly 
this afternoon as it did this morning. 
Seven witnesses were sworn by the de­ 
fense this morning, including Kx[)crt 
Witness Dr. John Bell, who was called 
at 
and remained on the stand un­ 
til the noon recess. 
The other wit­ 
nesses were George Slater, Charles M. 
Gillespie, Claud Hughes, Celia Gilbert, 
Joel Barnhart and 1*^ tL Newshead. 


Mr. Barnhart had often heard Mrs. 
Harris 
speak 
of Peterson as her 
adopted son. 
He believed that Miss 
Harris’ treatment of 
Peterson was 
more of the nature of that adopted by 
a friend than a lover, and of Peterson, 
tho witness said, he was a gentleman, 
honest and industrious. The uross ex­ 
amination developed that the witness 
had ex|)erlenced some ditlicuity with 
Miss Harris’ father over a bean deal. 


Dr. John Bell said he had practiced 
his orofession for 2« years and during 
that time had occasion to observe the 
causes of insanity and insane patients. 
Asked to distinguish lietween an act of 
insanity and act of passion the doctor 
said the difTerence was most noticeable 
after the act. A distinguishing ditTer- 
ence was foimd in the condition that a 
crime incited by passion was followed 
by an attempt of tüe criminal to escape 
while an insane uerson after his crime 
usually exhibited contentment of mind. 


.\n insane criminal will linger about 
the scene of his crime and make no 
effort to escape, said the doctor. 
He 
will rarely attempt to avoid punish­ 
ment or detection. He will sometimes 
talk about his crime and other times 
appear morose and (|uiet. 
The latter 
condition was explained by the theorv 
that the cause for the deed had ended, 
and the excitement hud passed away, 
the criminal thinking he had done 
right and was not conscious of having 
eotnmitied a crime, by reason of his 
impaired mental condition. 


The emotions, the doctor said, might 
acquire suca prominence as todoniinate 
the will and the mind. Such a eondl- 
tiun might be acquired 
suddenly ur 
graduallv with luerea^in*» effect. The 
witness disagreed with such authors as 
(ieclared sleeplet^sness a syniptoui of in­ 
sanity. 
The sudden transition from 
bliss 
to minery aoiuetinie« produced 
nsanity. A person could be in'^ane on 
one subject and his faculty on others 
unimpaired. 
A blow on the head or 
mental troubles either might prt)duce 
nsanity. 
The fuet that Peterson did 
not try to escape uiiglit be «‘onsidered 
as evidence of in.»uuity. 
Mr. Gore 
asked: 


•‘.Suppose the rc.-pondent from April 
untii .1 uiy had maintuinet! to various 
versons that Miss Harris was keepin;;

“MRS. RESCUE.” 


We were between the Azores and Ma­ 
deira, bound for a port in the West In­ 
dies, in the American ship Ben Joyce, 
when a curious thing happened ove 
morning about an hour before daylight. 
The wind had died away soon after mid­ 
night, and by 2 o’clock the sea was like 
a mill pond. The ship was Swinging 
her head to every point of the compass, 
and with the exception of the lookout 
man the watch on deck were catching 
40 winks of sleep. I was that lookout 
man. It is required on all vessels at sea 
that the man on the bows shall be as 
wide awake in a calm as when the craft 
is moving, and I was digging my eyes 
and fighting away sleep when a curious 
sound from over the bows caught my 
ear. It was a dark night, with not a 
star visible, and 1 could not see beyond 
the end of the jib boom. As I listened 
to the noises the only thing 1 could 
compare it to was the noses of sharks 
bumping against a small boat. It would 
have been ridiculous to call to the mate 
and give him any such explanation, but 
I finally called his attention to the curi­ 
ous noises and left the cause to his own 
perception. 
. “ There’s a raft or boat out there,” 
he said after a moment, “ and the noise 
may be made by oars. I’ll bum a port 
fire.” 


The port fire lighted up the sea for 
100 feet around, and the first thing we 
saw was a ship’s boat within 40 feet of 
us on the port bow. lu the bottom of 
the boat were two human figures and one 
of them A woman, and all around the 
boat the sea was alive with sharks. They 
were diving under the boat, running 
their noses against it and seeking to up­ 
set it, and had it been a shore boat they 
would doubtless have had it over. As 
soon as wo caught sight of the boat the 
mate ran to call the captain. By tho 
time the captain had arrived the boat 
had drifted right down against us, and 
one of the orew lowered himself into 
her and made fast the painter. Then 1 
got down to assist him. and w*e passed 
up the bodies, the man first. We might 
just as well have dropped him into the 
sea, for he had been dead for 24 hours 
at least. As we picked up the woman, 
having not a doubt that she was also 
dead, she moved and uttered a groan 
and gave ns a great fright. Wo had her 
on board after a couple of minutes, and 
the small boat, which was a captain’s 
gig, new and without a name, was later 
on hoisted up. 


Captain Clark was a single man 30 
years old, and neither of his mates was a 
married man. They found the woman 
greatly exhausted through thirst aud 
hunger, but with life enough to build 
hopes on, aud they handled her so well 
that at the end of au hour it was re­ 
ported on deck that she was asleep and 
would probably pull through. An hour 
aftör daybreak a breeze came, and wo 
got on our course, and after a careful 
inspection of tho body of the straugo 
man it was given a sailor’s burial. His 
pockets turned out nothing but some to­ 
bacco and a few bits of silver, but he 
was recognized by all a.s a siiilor. Ho 
had the dress aud general look, and tho 
initials “H. E. W. ” had been pricked 
on his left arm in india ink. The boat 
was provided with mast, sail an<l ours; 
but, as 1 said, she was new, fre.slily 
painted and had no name on her. 
We 
didn’t do much wondering over it, as 
we knew the woman would explain all 
when she regained her strength, but all 
were glad that it had fallen to our lot 
to pick up tho boat. It may surprise you 
to learn how long that woman slept. At 
intervals the captain raised her head to 
administer soup or drink, but not to 
actually interrupt her sleep, aud she 
did not open her eyes until BO hours 
had passed. Then sleep had brought her 
fully back to life. It was 34 hours later 
before we heard her story or, to our un­ 
bounded amazement, learned that there 
was no story to tell. Tho woman could 
remember nothing of the past, not even 
her name. 


If you have ever read Clark Russell, 
you w’ill remember two such incidents 
in his books. You may have set them 
down as “ sailors’ yarns,” but such 
things have happened on land a dozen 
times over. Every day for tho last five 
years 1 have occupied a desk with a man 
who was practically drowned while 
bathing. Alter two hours* hard w'ork 
thoy Vruught back the spark of life, but 
it V. iis weeks before he left his bed. He 
a new life at that point. All tho

liu y had never been.

W ièoaiiit tlie m m it ià s talked over 
the sooner á solution might be fomid. 
After three or four days both oabin and 
Jo’castle oame to the same general con* 
elusion, which was this: The sailor 
must have been rowing the woman off 
to a ship or from a idiip to shore at some 
of the islandA The gig had just been 
bought by a merohantman. and her 
name had not yet been painted on. The 
boat had been driven ahead of a gale 
for three or four days, and she had not 
a biscuit or a drop of water aboard. 
She must have sightèd a score of ships 
in that great highway, but yet was not 
picked up. One would have thought 
the sailor would have borne up better 
than the woman, but he may not have 
been in good health. 


That’s the way we figured it out, and 
it looked reasonable enough, and of 
course the right thing to do was to 
leave the woman at Trinidad and report 
the case as widely as possible. Queerly 
enough, she fought and baffled this 
plan. Our captain was a good looking 
maU| and, feeling that she owed him 
her life and doubtless being rather ro­ 
mantic by nature, what did she do bnt. 
fall in love with himt That is ònly half 
the story. He fell head over heels in 
love with her. The position was most 
embarrassing for him, however. All of 
us were agreed that the woman was or 
had been a wife, though she had no fin­ 
ger ring to prove it. The chances wero 
that she had a husband somewhere. And 
wouldn’t the man search the whole 
world over to find and regain her? Cap­ 
tain Clark would not dare marry her 
under the circumstances. It was crimi­ 
nal even to love her. I think he saw 
things as an honorable man should, and 
yet ho could not help loving her. When 
we, reached Trinidad, he notified the 
English consul, placed the woman in 
the household of a friend and then sail­ 
ed for the port of New York. 


The stoiy of our picking up tho living 
and the dead was published far and 
W’ide. First and last it must have ap­ 
peared in 500 newspapers, and sailors 
talked of it in a thousand ships. Three 
months passed before we returned to 
Trinidad, but no one had identified the 
woman. She had to have a name, and 
they had given her that of Mrs. Rescue. 
She was well and happy and glad to see 
her lover, and talk and argue as he 
would he could not convince her that 
any other man might have a claim on 
her. She simply repudiated the past. 
We got a charter for France, went to 
London in ballast and thence got a 
freight to Demerara. While the ship 
was discharging cargo Captain Clark 
went up to Trinidad. There was no 
news and no change. The publication 
of that story all over the world had not 
solved the mystery. No husband had 
come forward ; no relatives had written. 
As our ship had been chartered to run 
between New York and Liverpool. Cap­ 
tain Clark decided to take Mrs. Rescue 
home with him, aud this was done, and 
she was placed in the family of his sis­ 
ter on Long Island. I never saw her 
after the trip across, but I can tell you 
what followed. 


When almost three years had elapsed 
and there was still no news, the two 
were married. The woman had not re­ 
covered one single point of memory. 
She was a stnuiger to herself. She had 
no country, no relatives, no name ex­ 
cept by chance. After marriage the cap­ 
tain left the sea and went into the ship 
chandlery business in Brooklyn. One 
evening, two years after the wedding, 
the captain of au English tramp steamer 
just in called to ask for some informa- 
tion. He complained of not being well, 
and, one thing leading to another, ho 
finally related a tale of wtie. íáeveral 
years before, while his ship was at tho 
Azores, his wife, who had been sent 
ashore in the morning, attempted to re­ 
turn about nightfall and just as a squall 
was coming up. The bout was up.set and 
the occupants lost. They found neither 
the boat nor tho bodies, but there wasn’t 
the least doubt of tlie calamity. The 
loss of the wife so affected the husband 
that he was ill of brain lover for months, 
and he had never read a line of her res­ 
cue in iiiidocijun. There was the hus­ 
band at last, and ( ’aiitiiin Clark realized 
that ho had rif^hts before him. He had 
married the woman ou chance, and 
chance had gone at*aiust him. They 
wero alone in the oiliee, and perhaps ho 
thought of killing the man wlio had 
come to break up hi.n happy home. It 
was only a step to tho edge of the slip, 
and perhaps ho thought of suicide as 
the best way out. The climax was a 
curious one, but in keeping. The strange 
captain, who hud givon his name as 
Burke, was looking ac Captain Clark in 
a pui'-zled way and wondering why ho 
should be so aft‘oct(HÍ by the story when 
a yacht anchor swinging from a bean» 
above his head parted its fastenings and 
fell upon him and crushed him to the 
floor, aud though he did not die for two 
or three days he never spoke again.

HOT TO BE F 


Pugulist Brown and Calderwood 


Have Disappeared from the

City. 


BROWN SELLS HIS BARBERSHOP 


Prosecution of WItnes««« of thO 
Prize Flsht Will Not Occur 
at Once. 


Pugilists Sam Brown and Doc Cal­ 
derwood) tbe principals in Sunday 
night’s disgraceful prize figtit, have 
disappeared from the city. Brown has 
sold his barber business to Will W. 
Davis and will probably never return 
and Calderwood, who was seen on the 
street last night at 6 o’clock, is not in 
evidence today. At least Officer John- 
iiDn, who has warrants for the arrest of 
both men, claims to be unable to locate 
Calderwood. 


Only two warrants have thus far 
been issued and these are state war­ 
rants, as all the rest will be, and were 
issued on complaints against Brown 
and Calderwood, and allege the crime 
of prize fighting. 
The investigatioa 
by the police is being continued and 
before night it is expected that the 
name of every person who witnessed 
the brutal exhibition will be in the 
hands of the auttiorities- The gllicers 
collected 35 names yesterday and three 
more werft obtained this morning. 
Warrants for the witnesses will not be 
issued until Prosecutor Valentine, who 
is occupied in the circuit court, is able 
to attend to tbe prosecution pf the 
cases. 
, 


Mayor Bell was out of the city yes­ 
terday and knew nothing about the 
disgraceful fight until 
he returned 
last evening. He told T h e N e w s that 
he would exert his ene ’gies in accom- 
pli|)hing the prosecution of every per- 
sor^ connected with 
the 
outrage. 
He declared the affair to be an insult 
to the morals of the city and expressed 
great Indignation over it. 


The mayor said further that he in­ 
tended to conduct an inquiry to ascer­ 
tain if any of the members of the po­ 
lice department were blamable in the 
matter and if he was convinced they 
were he would promptly dismis& them 
from the force. 


About 15 of the spectators of the 
fight visited the prosecuting attorney 
in his office last night, but what was 
developed at the conference is not 
given out. 
Those who witnessed the 
tight are very nervous over the turn 
aflairs have taken.

It Is Produced In Court, but Witness 
BJork Was Unable to Satis­ 
factorily Identify It.

called was to identify a certificate of 
character, said by the witness to have 
been given to Peterson by a Swedish 
government official. 
Bjork was ex­ 
pected to translate the document which 
was written in Swedish. 
He made a 
very unsatisfactory attempt and an­ 
other witness will be called who is a 
more successful interpreter. 
Bjork 
was unable to state intelligently who 
issued the certificate. 
He maintained 
that the officer who granted it was em­ 
ployed by the government whose title 
Bjork was ignorant of. 
The certificate 
Viore the date of September 8, 1897. and 
by it was ascertained Peterson’s exact 
live, a question on which there has 
been a confiict of testimony. 
The 
certificate gave 1853 as the date of his 
birth making him 44 years old. 
Bjork 
said the certillcute was such as every 
countryman had to provide himself 
with before going abroad. As the wit­ 
ness transalaied it the document certi­ 
fied that Peterson had enjoyed a good 
churacti*r all his life until 1883 when 
he left Sweden. 
Asked to explain the 
fact of the certificate being dated Sep­ 
tember 8. 1897, the witness said that 
Peterson had probably lost his original 
certilieate and that the oneolTered in 
evidi'nce was a duplicate. 


Bjork had known Peterson three 
years, he said, and regarding the suli- 
ject of Miss Harris the witness con­ 
sidered l^eterson a little “dally.” “He 
talked about the girl all.the time,’’said 
Bjork. 
“He made me tired with his 
silly talk. The girl was always on his 
mind. 
I says ’look out for the girls. 
They fool you.’ Yes, 1 thought he was 
crazy sometimes the way he acted over 
the girl. He got worse all the time, it 
seemed, and at last I did’nt want to see 
him on account of his silly ways and be­ 
cause he wanted to talk about nothing 
else but the girl.”

The most extraordinary instance, per­ 
haps, of one moving in tlie In'st s<x;iety 
of bis time, always at a great expense, 
and with no apptirent means of liveli­ 
hood, was Beau Fielding.

fAndDId N ot 8 * s th« APDroaoh of 
tho Fast Runnlnff Exprott 
Train. 


Chleago, Nov. ».—Henry Ludolpb, 
daaioeratle aldermao for the sixteenth 
iriwd, was killed by a Chicago and 
Korthwestern passenger train at <f:30 
o'etoek last evening on the Clybourn 
plaee crotM»ing. Struck by the pilot of 
the looomotive, his body was cast on 
the rails to be crushed and mangled 
iHghlfully. 


On an ad jaccni track the north-bound 
Chleago, Milwaukee and St. Paul ex- 
prosa train had ju8t sped by and Alder- 
n aii Ludolph, waiting (or a chance to 
walk across, stepped from behind its 
last car and walked twenty feet direct 
]y in front of the incoming Northwest 
•rn passenger train No. 110. 


Shrill blast« of the whistle.'thc warn­ 
ing cries of bystanders and the frantic 
alarm of the llagman were unavailing 
to save the ill-fated roan. Engineer 
Maawell’s hand tremblingly reversed 
the lever and set the air brakes, but 
Alderman Ludolph has gone down to 
death and the cars had dragged him 
180 feet along the wet and slip|)cry 
rails before the engine oame to a stanu- 
•Ull. 
The perilous character of the Cly- 
boarn place crossing and tho circutn- 
atance that two swift trains were pass­ 
ing each other were deemed reasons by 
the Dolice to place the catastrophe in 
the record of accidents. But last night 
'William Windland, tnc thigman, des­ 
cribed the 
fatality as having been 
caused by either remarkable heedless 
ness on the iKirt of Aldermen Ludolph 
or a successful attempt at self-destrue- 
tion. The Mogman'suisiimony was the 
only account the police of the West 
North avenue station could obtain. At 
the dark and lonely crossing he was 
the only one outside of Engineer Max* 
well who could be found to claim hav­ 
ing witnessed the awful death. 


Alderman Ludolph has left his un- 
dertaking-rooms, M17 Milwaukee ave­ 
nue, a few hours previously to collect 
•ome rent. He had nearly finished his 
rounds and was on his way to the house 
of a friend near Klston avenue, whence 
he intended to u k e a car to the meet­ 
ing of the council. 


The council was in 
session when 
the news of his death reached the city 
liall and that body adjourned out o 
honor to their dead member.

IDAHO WRECK. 


The Boat 
Bad Outlived Its Uae< 
fnlneaa. 


Marine disasters on the great lakes 
usually occur in the sprinp and fall. 
Passenger traffic is 
pened at the close of 
and freight traffic is rapidly reverting 
into the hands of the railroads. 
Many 
of the vessels arc already tied up, so 
that the liability of collision is much 
lessened. 
These facts indicate that it 
is tho heavy and long continued gales 
which work most harm to the lake 
vessels. 
The wceck of tho Idaho, oiT 
Long Point in Lake Eric, says the De­ 
troit News, is the most serious disaster 
of the season of 1897 up to date, as 10 
persons |>crished and the ship and cargo 
were lost through au error in judg­ 
ment on the part of the captain, 
it 
was another case of an old vot^sc), which 
might have been a safe enough craft 
for ordinary weather, braving 
the 
storm when she should have laid up for 
better weather. 
Two men out of a 
crew of 21 were saved, after eight 
hours of exposure to the sweep of a 
heavy sea and tbe chill of November 
weather, through the 
|)ersistent hu­ 
manity of the crcw of the Mariposa. 


The Idaho was one of the old type of 
wooden boats built during the early 
’tiOs. 
Her hull was stitTened by strong 
arches, after the practice of that day, 
and tho vessels of her ty|>e proved 
staunch and strong, as many of them 
are still in use on the lake«. 
Appar­ 
ently «he gave little warning of her 
approaching end, but went to destruc­ 
tion after the faijhion of the ‘^wonder- 
ful one-hoss shay.’' Her hull had been 
sodden iu fresh water for .‘i4 years, and 
the timbers, while they may have been 
sound enough, had probably lost much 
of their elasticity. 
As she was labor­ 
ing heavily in the heavy wt^ather her 
seams probably opened, and when her 
commander would haye put about to 
run for shelter her fires were quenched 
by a heavy sea which came aboard.
